WasHineron, D. C., July6.—An eminent 
surgeon who has been giving close attention 
to the President’s case says that there are a 
great many crisistimes with gunshot 
wounds, and that the next important crisis 
will come on Saturday. Possibly, owing to 
the intense heat, this crisis may develop 
earlier. The immediate danger will be in 
convection with the doughing of the wound 
in the abdomen, for the surgeons are now 
understood to be agreed that the ball is not 

imbedded in the liver, and that there is a 
wound in the wall of the abdomen. Whether 
the bullet is in the latter place or not, the 
«sloughing of this wall in the n will 


occur in 
TWO CONDITIONS, 


first, the putrid matter may break through 
the outer wall of the abdomen, in which 
case a great danger will be averted, and there 
will-again be strong hopes of continued im- 
provement until a further critica! period 
shall be reached; second, the wound may 
slough off into the cavity of the belly, which 
is more probable, and which is greatiy to be 
feared. Then there will be great and immi- 
nent danger from blood-poison from the pus. 
It will de imperatively necessary that 
pus shall be removed within as few 
nutes as possible, as it would take but a 
short time for it to poison the blood of the 
entire system, in which event death would 
be likely to ensue in afew hours. There is 
no way known by which pus can be re- 


moved 
EXCEPT BY AN INCISION 


of the abdomen and by a successful subse- 
quent operation in removing it. It is possi- 
ble that upon those two successful acts—a 
prompt incision of the abdomen and the. re- 
moval of the pus—the life of the President 
will depend. This statement may serve to 
show the still grave dangers of the Presi- 
dent’s wound, notwithstanding the very fa- 
vorable symptoms. 
THE PRESIDENTS ~ GREAT 
STRENGTH AND WILL 
continue to save him. The nourishment: 
which he has taken at intervals has been 
assimulated perfectly, and has noticeably 
increased his strength. He has slept fre- 
quently and with apparent refreshmeht, and 
the decrease in temperature and pulse has 
relieved all present apprenensions of serious 
inflammation. One great drawback is the 
weather, which yesterday, in many places in 
the city, reached 100 in the shade, and to-day 
is not less hot. Before 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing the thermometer marked 94. Regret 
is frequently expressed that Dr. Gross,

The quarrel that me doctors had over the 
case continues to excite comment here. 
Local physicians are divided ir. their opinion 
of the matter. Some approve of what Dr. 
Bliss did, and others condemn him. Physi- 
cians who voluntarily went to the White 
House without being sent for have been 
criticised as seeking some notoriety in con- 
nection with the case, They deny this, and 
say their motive was to be of service. They 
say that last Saturday evening and that 
night an impression was out that the doctors 
ought togo to the White House and offer 
their services. Thatamong some it was said 
a failure to.do this would be construed as in- 
difference, and some of the doctors who vol- 
unteered their services did so only to mani- 
fest their interest in the case and show their 
willingness to do what they could. . 

TOO MANY DOCTORS. 

One opinion is general that Dr. Bliss was. 
right in reducing the number of doctors 
around the President's bedside. There were 


so many that it amounted seally to a crowd, 
‘and prevented that quiet which was neces- 


sary. Dr. Bliss informed Mrs. Garfield that 
quiet must be maintained, and that could not 
be done while & dozen or more doctors had 
the right to enter the room of the President. 
It was decided immediately to stop the visits 
of all except the few who were necessary, 

and instead of sending for others, and in- 
forming them personally of the state of the 
case, Dr. Bliss wrote notes. This seems to 
have offended some, but, in justification of 


Dr. Bliss, it is said he could not spare the 


time to see the doctors individually, and be- 
sides the President’s condition was then so 
critical, and absolute quiet was so necessary, 
that it was considered best not to have an- 
other gathering of all the doctors who have 
seen the case about the President’s room.

‘THE SPOILS SYSTEM AND STALWARTISN 
: VHLIKE. 


In an article printed in Tur Tamorn yes- 
terdhy we said: “Conkling is inaccurately 
called the leader of the Stalwart element 
of the Republican party. Stalwartism has 
to do with Southern polities; with the treat 
ment of the blacks by the Bourbons; with 
violations of free ballot and fair count.’ 
But Conklingism is engrossed with machine 
politica and office-getting, Bossism and cor- 
ruption in government.” 

When Guiteau declared that he was a 


error, shared by many others, of confounding 
the spoils system with Stalwartism. There 
is nothing in common between them. Stal- 
wartism rests upon a policy ot government 
growing out of the Rebellion. It represents 
the principle of rigoreusly carrying out the 
reconstruction laws, particularly the enforce- 
ment of the legal right of the colored people 
of the Southern States to vote, and to have 
their votes fairly Counted: and also to have 
their rights of person protected. Stalwart- 
ism found fault with Hayes Administration 
‘for exhibiting too much @neliliation and 
leniency to the Confederates] They wanted 
the reconstriction acts mord effectively and 
sharply enforced. Hayes thought thas under 
u forbearing and persuasive olive-branch 
policy the Southern whites would voluntari- 
‘ly recognize and permit the colored people to 
enjoy their legal rights, and it was because 
of the failure of tliis treatment to secure 
justice that Mr. Blaine advocated stronger, 
more vigorous, and “Stalwart” action to- 
wards the bulldozing States. Mr. Blaine 
‘was the author of the term as used in that 
sense. Ile was the leader of the Stalwarts. 
Conkling was never conspicuous in agree- 
ing with Mr. Blaine; he gave no particu- 
lar ov conspicuous support to “Stalwart- 
ism.” He differed bitterly with President 
Hayes, but it was not because of any Stal- 
wartism on his part, but because the Presi- 
dent interfered with Conkline’s distribution 
of the patronage in the City and State of 
New York.

The use of the term Stalwartism to express 
the mere policy of the spoils element and the 
principle that ‘offices are created for the 
benefit of ‘the incumbents,”’ is a scandalous 
perversion of what was originally aterm dis- 
tinctly expressing the established policy of 
the whole Republican party.

THE PRESIDENI'S DO TIC RELATIONS. 
In all the anxiety and excitement which 
have prevailed in Washington since last Sat- 
urday, in the midst ot all the grief that nat- 
urally grows out of such à calamity, undis- 
turbed by his physical sufferings, the uncer- 
talnties of his condition, and his close con- 
tact with death, there is ane phase of the 
President’s character which stands out con- 
spicuously, and that is hig deep and strong 
home attachment. It did not need the as- 
saSin’s bullet to bring out this nobie attri- 
bute of his nature in such strong relief. He 
has manifested it from the first, and it has 
not been a weak or morbid display of senti- 
ment, but an outgrowth of the highest type 
of manly character. 

From the day that President Garfield was 
nominated to the day he encountered the 
wretch Gaiteau this home love has shone 
conspicuously. There is no question that he 
had a laudable ambition to be President, but 
that ambition was no stronger than the re- 
gret which he, and especially his wife, felt 
at the breaking up of their quiet, happy. and 
unostentatious home life at Mentor. In that 
home’ they had been the best of lovers, 
friends, “and comrad By nature and by 
culture she was richly endowed, and she 
was his peer in scholarship, so that in his in- 
tellectual progress she had kept with 
him side by side. The regret at breaking up 
the old home he voiced in his parting speech 
to his friends and neighbors with a pathos 
that reminds one of Mr. Lincoln’s words up- 
on a similar occasion, though neither of 
them probably dreamed that they would en- 
counter assasination, When the cere 
mony of inauguration was completed, 
the first act of Mr. Garfield was to 
galute his aged mother in the prés- 
ence of the assembled multitude,—an 
act of evalrous courtesy and filial devotion 
worthy of he Knights of old. He entered 
upon the duties of hisoffice. He was at once 
the victim of such a horde of officeseekers as 
has rarely been seen in Washington. His 
Administration was plunged into confusion 
by the cabals of the spolls-system faction 
which sought to usurp his executive privi- 
lege of appointment, and threatened to de- 
stroy the party if it was not allowed to dom- 
inate it. In the midst of these new anxieties 
and responsibilitieg, pestered and annoyed by 


{| the hordes without and threatened by his en- 


einles within the camp, Mrs. Garfield. was 
prostrated with a fever and brought to the 
door of death. In this emergency the old 


‘exigencies had to wait as of secondary im- 
portance, while he maintained his vigil by 
her bedside night after night and day after 
day, nursing her, and ministering to her 
comfort, and inspiring her with his 
own sanguine hope and courage, until 
the crisis had passed and she was 
enabled te go away for recreation 
and rest, At last the political pressure upon 
him had so far relaxed that he felt warranted 
in joining his wife and enjoying the few 
days of rest which he so much needed. With 
the horrible deed which interrupted that 
journey the public is familiar. Struck down 
by a spoilshunting assasin’s bullet, his first 
thought was of his wife, and his only con- 
cern was for the effect it might have upon 
her, and so, with the tenderest solicitude, he 
ordered a dispatch sent to her of an encour- 
aging nature and conveying his love. His 
next thought was for his aged mother at the 
old home, and he directed that no diseour- 
aging messages should be sent to her. In 
this fearful emergency, Mrs. Garfield, though 
still weak from her illness, summoned all her 
energy and fortitude and resolutely accepted 
tho situation. He had stood by her aa a good 
and faithful comrade in the Valiey of the 
Snadow of Death, and sha now entered its 
gioom with invincible courage, with calm 
serenity, with love contro! by judgment, 
and with anxiety kept out OF sight. No one 
will know, no one should know, what took 
place in that interview when they stood to- 
gether again in the presence of death, but one 
can imagine that they met with equal cour- 
age, with equal hope, with equal resignation 
to the decres of Previdence, whatever it 
might be. Her friends, the Cabinet officers, 
the doctors, have all borne testimony to the 
splendid qualities of this little woman, her 
heroic fortitude, her cheerful, hopéful de- 
meanorin the sick-room and oat of it, her 
noble-hea rtedness, her skiliful assistance of 
the physicians in those duties which no one 
covid do so well as she, and the equanimity 
and patience with which she has borne both 
good and bad tidings from the sick chamber. 
Nothing could be more touching than the 
chivalrous devotion of the President to his 
wite and her forgetfalness of self in her 
ministrations to him; the one meeting her on 
every oceaston with a smile and having some 


sufferings, lest his con dition should prostrate 
her anew and bring on a relapse; the other, 
overcoming her physical weakness by her 
largeness of spirit and steeling herself by a 
mighty effort so that no look or word from 
her should have a discouraging effect upon 
her suffering ¢omrade.

THE — AT ALBANY. 


The Senatoriai contest at Albany seems to 
have been entirely obscured by the public 
concern over the tragedy at Washington. 
As a matter of fact. however, the shooting of 
the President, whatever the result may be, 
gives the Albany contest greater importance 
than ever, and the public interests demand 
now more than ever that the Republican ma- 
jority in the New York Legislature shall 
unite upon two representative Republicans 
to fill the seats in the United States Senate 
which were vacated by Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt. We are glad to see by yesterday’s 
dispatches from Albany that sixty-five Re- 


publican members have united in a call fora 


caucus to nominate two candidates for Sena- 
tors. 

When it was supposed that the President 
had been wounded beyond all hope of re- 
covery one of the first and most startling re- 
flections was that there is now no President 
of the Senate and no Speaker of the House, 
and that the succession to the Presidency in 
ease of President, Garfield’s death would 
rest solely on Vice-President Arthur. If the 
latter were to die also, under such condi- 
tions, the Government would be in a chaotic 
condition. No man could assume the Ex- 
ecutive power with authority. These em- 
barrassing and perhaps dangerous condi- 
tions would have béen avoided if Messrs. 
Conkling and Platt had retained their places, 
as it was their duty to do. In such case, the 
Vice-President would have undoubtedly 
followed the usual éustom and vacated the 
Chair for the election of a President pro tem. 
in the Senate. As it is now, the defective 
condition of things may yet be cured by an 
immediate election of two Senators at Albany. 

The continued favorable conditions of the 
President Warrant the hope that he may re- 
cover entirely, and promise with a good 
deal of certainty that he will survive for 
some days. The Constitution confers upon 
him authority to sammon either of the two 
Houses of Congress in extraordinary ses- 
sion atany time. If the Senate were full, 
President Garfield might think it wise to call 
that body in session for the purpose of elect- 
ing a President protem. of the Senate in order 
that the succession, in case of his death, 
should not depend upon the slender thread 
of a single life. Witha full Senate. a Re- 
publican would be chosen President pro tem., 
and there would be 10 longer any danger 
that accident should take the Government 
out of the hands of the party to which the 
people confided it at fhe last elections This 
consideration alone should be sufficient to 
induce the Republicans in the New York 
Legislature to lay aside all personal prefer- 
ences or factional strife, and unite upon two 
candidates of conceded fitness. 

If President Garfield die suddenly, as he 
may at any moment in spite of the encour- 
aging bulletins and the marvelous strength 
of body and mind which seems to be pulling 
him through, the situation would be even 
more critical than itis now. The Senate 


would then be equally divided between Dem-“ 


ocrats and Republicans, even if two Senators 
from New York should be elected, according 
to the vote at the last session, and there 
would be no casting vote to determine the tie, 
because Vice-President Arthur would then 
be President. It evidently is not wise to 
wait for any party strife over the succession 
to the office of Chief Magistrate, nor to give 
the opposition an opportunity to secure that 
succession, as it wouid be able todo in case 
it became necessary to call an extra session 
of Congress before two Senators from New 
York were elected. Hence it is evident that, 
whether the President shall die soon or live 
on for a time, the serious doubt of his ulti- 
mate and complete restoration to health de- 
mands from the New York Legislature as a 
simple act of patriotism the immediate elec: 
tion of two United States Senators. ‘ 

If ex-Senator Conkling were in any sense 
a patriot he would recognize the danger of 


the conditions described, and instruct his ad- 


herents in the New Vork Legislature to 
abandon his hopeless candidacy. But itis 
reported, on the contrary, that he still insists 
upon the obstruction for which he alone is 
responsible, and it is to be feared that he is 
too selfish and too desperate to yieid of his 
own motion under any circumstances. If 
there are any fair-minded and intelligent 
men among the small clique which continues 
to support him, such men ought now to aban- 
don him. Hecannot beelected. That was ob- 
vions from the very beginning.

It Has Now Separated Into Two Parts, 
Oue of the Pieces Carrying All of the 
Tall with it.

CINCINNATI, O., July 6.—Prof. Stone, of 
the Cincinnati Observatory, has discovered 
since 10 o’clock to-night that the comet is 
separating into two parts. The line of sep- 
aration is horizontal, and divides the nucleus 
into two equal parts. The upper half is the 
part to which the tall is attached, and is 
carrying the entire tail off with it. The low- 
er portion appears like u half-moon, and Is 
slowly falling away. It is, of course, too 
early as vei to speculate as to what track the 
two bodies will pursue, or what thelr 
destiny will be. Prof. Stone states that, 
when the separation was first observed 
by him, it appeared as ‘though a dark 
line had been drawn through the 
nucleus. The division is now very 
manifest. ‘There is a precedent for this be- 
havior of the present comet in that of Biela’s 
lost comet,“ which in 1845 suffered a simi- 
lar accident, for which no explanation has 
ever been given. comet separated in 
two distinct parts, of quite unequal bright- 
ness, 80 there were two apparently com- 
plete comets, Instead of one.

pus-cavity formed in any portion of the track 
of the wound, or at tha point where the ball 
is lodged, but it is not likely to be 
fatal. If the pus-cayity forms within 
the boundaries of the - inflammation 
already established, it will not be a difficult 
or dangerous operation to open the cavity 
so as’ to give exit to the matter or 
pus if it cannot be reached through the 
original cavity.”

THE LOCALITY OF THE BALL 
which, it has been asserted by one of the 
first consulting plrysicians who probed for it, 
was lodged in the liver, Dr. Bliss promptly 
replied: “We do not know, nor have we 
ever seen the time when we felt 
that we were justified in making 
an exploration for it in that locality. It may 
be In the substance of the liver, or may have 
passed entirely through the liver and lodged 
in the walls of the abdomen. But these are 
mere surmises. There are no symp- 
toms or evidences indicating the location 
of the ball, nor has it been a matter of im- 
portance thus far in the management or 
treatment of the case. It may, sooner or 
later, develop its presénce and location, and 
discover an important fagtor in the case. 

TOUCHING THE BULLETINS, 
we have been very careful always not to 
express an opinion in them, but to state the 
exact condition of the patient, leaving every 
one to judge for himself, The manner of 
the removal of the patient to the White House 
has been criticised by Dr. Townsend.

Day afterday and night after night Aa had 
been at the bedside of her sick ildren, nor 
were her attentions contined to Her hus- 
band bad been suffering from a painful disease 
for years. His nervous system was completely 
shattered. The faithful wife gave him unremit- 
ting care, and literally sacrificed her life in her 
devotion to her family. 

V. Two months ago Harriet, a third daughter. 

aged 27 years, di at ber tather’s Brooklyn 
residence. She had been suffering from a pul- 
monary complaint for years, and had just re- 
turned from the South when she died. 

VI. Within a fortnight Mrs. John T. Saxe, the 
poet's daughter-in-law, died at- her husband's 
residence in Albany. Sue was.a daughter of ex- 
Judge James 8. Bosworth, of this city. She was 
1 ge with the poet. 

VIL. On June 0 the poet's om. Jobn T. Saxe, 
was found dead in his bed at hia home in Al- 
bany. He had been 21 from a pulmonary 
complaint for years. The mediate cause of 
his death was hemorrhage of the lungs. He had 
evidently tried to call bis father, who slept in an 
adjoining room, but death ensued before he 
could — * himself heard.

The feeling in financial circles yesterday was 
one of steadiness, Stocks were active, and gen- 
erally strong. There was a fair demand for 
money though, as usual, less was wanted than 


the banks could supply. The movement of prod- 


uce was unchecked, dnd ail worked smoothly. 
The financial current was totally unaffected 
by the recent tragedy at the Capital of the 
Nauon, except so far as the news of the Presi- 
| dent’e condition was favorable to steadiness. 
Business-men generally discussed the news from 
Washington, and expressed their gratification 
that all promises so well: while several intimat- 
ed that we ought to have a day ot general 
thanksgiving as soon as it is known 
that the President is really out ot danger. But 
no one referred to the news asa reason for not 
doing anything that would otherwise have pre- 
sented itself to the usual course of business, or 
for doing anything that would not otherwise 
have been regarded as advisabie. . 

The stock market was active and strong yes- 
terday, weakening a little at the close. The 
continued favorable news concerning the 
condition of the President allayed fears 
of trouble on account of a pdsasible 


change in the Administration, and the strong 


operaturs seemed disposed to sopport the 
market. It is now thought that affairs will re- 
turn to much the state they were in before the 
attempt to kill the head of the Nation. The 
Granger stocks shared in the improvement, the 


demand for them being brisk. Stocks opened 


strong, with large orders to buy from London, 
Frankfort, and Amsterdam, and home 
talent scemed more disposed to do 
something. After prices had reached 
the summit, sellers became numerous, 
many holders showing a desire to realize, and 
prices feli off seme.

The San Francisco Mint was closed pend 30. 
The cuinage for that month was $3,280,000; and 
tor the fiscal year ending June 80 it was $39,960,- 
000, against $36,053,000 in 1870-0. The coinage 
of small gold was over four and a quarter mil- 
lions more than in the previous year, and the 
market has been full ot it. The coinage of silver 
standard dollars the past fiscal year was 811.460. 
000, against $7,910,000 in I879-'80. The vaults at 
the Mint and Sub-Treasury are so nearly full of 
silver coin that, if the making of them be con- 
tinued, more vauit room will be a necessity. 
There is little demand for the standard dollars. 
The San Francisco Mint was established in 1854, 
and the coluage to date is $646.538,300—only a 
little over $83,000,000 of it being silver. 

The Financial Chronicle gives a statement 
showing the movement of cotton from Sept. 1 to 
July 1. The receipts at the ports during this 
time were 5,651,281 bales, the net shipments 
Overland 509,790 bales, and the Southern con- 
sumption 195,000 bales. Total of crop which has 
found a market 6,386,080 bales.

THE GALLOWS CHEATED. 


Dentler, the Wife-Murderer, Commit 
Suicide. 

Last Sunday night a horribly cold-blooded 
murder was committed at a boer - garden dubbed 
the * Pacific,” at No. 1383 Milwaukee avenue. 
Peter Dentler, a German, who was known among 
the police as “ Biack Pete,” shot and killed a 
woman who only a few days before had been di- 
voreed from him because of his dissolute hab- 
its and cruel treatment. Immediately after the 
tragedy, which was committed in the presence 
of a number of people sitting on a piazza facing 
the garden from the east, Dentler walked away 
unmolested, and up to yesterday morning at 
10:30 o'clock bad been neither seen nor 
beard of. At 
and Fred Marks, of No. 1379 Milwaukee 
avenue, and Charles Arnold, of No. 47 Green- 
wich street, were notified by a small boy, whose 
name was not learned, that the dead body of a 
man was to be nin the weeds which grow 
thick upon the prairie just outside the city 
limits, beyond the intersection of Western and 
Fullerton avenues. The three men went to the 
place designated, and there found the partly- 
decom yof aman. Lying by his side 
was a revolver, . five-shooter, with two empty 
chambers. A gaping wound in the forchead 
told the story of suicide. The finders of the 
body made known their discovery, and bo- 
fore many minutes .had ola the re- 
mains were fully identifi as those 
of Peter Dentler. He was conveyed 
to the morgue, and the Coroner notified. It was 
noticed that Dentier ‘had no shoes on his feet 
and that his stockings were very much soiled as 
though he had walked a long wa The suppo- 
sition is, therefore, that soon a ter killing bis 
late wife he went to the outskirts of the city and 
in the place where de was found lay down and 
by his ow hand made a fitting close to his earth- 
ly career. The fact that decomposition had al- 
ready made considerable headway shows that 
the deed must have been committed soon after 
the shooting of the defenseless woman.

Anecdotes of People Who Were Stalled 
and Mired—The First Drainage _.. 
i Scheme. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, June 28.—The public have heard and 
read so much, in the last few weeks, aboat old 
Chicago; from speeches by the Hon. John Went- 
worth, the Kev. Jeremiah Porter, and others, at 
the Old Settiers’ meeting and the unveiling of 
the tablet erected as a memento of the old 
Biock- House on Fort Dearborn, that I supposed 
they would be about tired of the subject; but, 
having been requested several times since to 
continue my reminiscences or Chicago as it was 
in 1833, 1 concluded to give my impressions of 
the village and its surroundings on my arrival 
here in October of that year. 

‘As before stated, I came from Buffalo by 
team, and, on leaving the lake shore and round- 
ing the point of woods about Thirty- first strect, 
we found ourselves, for the first time, on a wide 
expanse of level prairie, bounded on the west 
by a belt of timber which lined the banks of the 
South Branch of the river, a mile or two distant. 
Three or four miles to the north of the point 


‘where we stood lay

stretching from the lake some half mile or 
more to the west, along the bank of the river, 
the white houses and stores, together with the 
buildings and fence of the garrison grounds, 
giving it quite a pleasant and cheerful appear- 
ance under the genial raysof the wintry sun 
that was shining on them, especially as seen 
after the storm and the tedious journey of the 
previous few days. The grass looked brown, for 
it was long enough tohide from view the slight 
sprinkling of snow that bad fallena few days 
before, but the ground was frozen solid, though 
yet in October. There was but one building be- 
tween us and the village, and that wasa log 
barn, standing about Twentieth street. To the 
east of us was the beautiful lake. on the bosom 
of which we could now and then, between the 
hills of sand that lined its bank, c&tch sight of 
two schooners that lay at anchor half or three- 
quarters of a mile from land, lazily rising and 
falling with the swell of the waves as they rolled 
into shore from the effect of the late north- 
easter. Again turn our eyes landward, as we 
slowly walked de a yoke of plodding 
oxen which a kind friend had sent to meet us 
and help our wens? horses over 1.— sandy beach 
fgom Michi pon the scene 
before us. 


turned directly westward across the prairie in 
the direction of the bridge thrown across the 
river between Randoiph and Like streets, but 
changed our course about Clark street, where 
we turned north and made for the eentre of the 
village. between Franklin and La Salle streets, 
near the river. Here we had to waitan hour or 
more until we could find some place in which to 
spend the night. We at last found shelter un- 
der the roof of 
A LOG BOARDING-HOUSE, 

kept by a Mrs. Brown, as, I think, I stated in a 
— f letter. While waiting around that aftcr- 
noon we bad ample time to make a few notes 
of our surroundings. What few buildings there 
were, on the South Side, were built on the prairie 
about a hundred feet from the river, with an 
Indian trail, deeply indented in the soil, running 
close to it along its bank. There was no road or 
street thrown up, but the houses and stores were 


| scattered here and there from about State street, 


ou the east, to the forksof the river westward. 
On the West Side were several buildings, and on 
the North Side, east of rborn or was also 
a cluster of small houses. From Dearborn 
street west, the North Side was one dense for- 
est, with the exception of a couple of log build- 
ings and a house and bara situated on the point 
made vy the North Branch as it emptied into the 
main stream, where Judge Harmon resided. 
Such was the general aspect of the place, as 
seen from the spot where we stood, near — 5 
Un street. The building that attracted most of 
our attention that evening, as it was near to us, 
and had five or six windows on the side fronting 
on Franklin street, was the meeting-house, prob- 
ably about léx24, owned, so we afterwards found, 
by the Baptists, but then used. being 
the only the village, 
the Presbyterians and Methodists 
It was a common frame 
void of paint or other outside adornment. 
fitting-up inside was of the most primitive 
character. The seats were made of common. 
planed boards, without any backs, if | remember 
right. The reading-desk, on a platform slightly 
raised, was of the same rough material, but the 
Gospel was preached tnere weekly, in all its 
urity, by three as good men as could be found 

nthe pulpitsof the present day,—the Rev. Mr. 
Freeman. the Baptist, who preached in the 
morning, who soon left this woria, I trust, for 
a better; the Rev. Jeremiah Porter. still living 
among us. who preached in the afternoon; and 
the Rev. Mr. Whitehead, — 1 a resident of the 
pony in the evening. The singing was led, such 

t was, by a Sergeant from the garrison, who 
usually sang “Old Hundred,” or some such 
tune, with a nasal twang that was dreadful to 
listen to. The cong tion gener- 
ally averaged about thirty to _ thirty-five. 
Tho house in the afternoon was generall . 
well filled with children attending Sunday- 
school. The Rev. Mr. Porter, in his speech at the 
unveiling of the tablet, said 

THE FIRST SUNDAY-SCHOOL 


in the village was commenced by Maj. Wilson in 
the garrison, but Mrs. Charies Taylor informs 
me that she commenced the first Sunday-school 
in her log-house on Wolf Point, or West Water 
street, as early as 1832, having five or six schol- 
ars, two of La Framboise’ s being among them; 
and she also says she was the only white woman 
that staid outside the garrison in the Indian 
scare of that year. It waz also stated at the 
same time, by the Hon. John Wentworth, in his 
speech, that Col. Beaubien brought the first 

iano into the city, whereas it was Samuel 

rookes, who brought it with him from Londonin 
1838, and rented it out to the Colonel for a few 
months, afterwards selling it to him. I don’t 
know that it is of much consequence, but we 
might as well have it correct. 

Mr. Porter held the evening weekly meetings 
in a small log building,situated on Water street, 
between Dearborn and State streets, used in 
the day-time for a school-room, and occupied 
by Miss Chapel anda few scholars. Such was 
the commencement of three of the largest de- 
nominations in this city of beautiful churches. 
It seems hardly credibie that forty-seven years 
should have made such u change. But itis the 
same with everything. The first school, as I said 
before, was kept by Miss’ Chapel, now Mrs. J. 
Porter, followed by Miss Barrows, in the spring, 
the number with a few larger 
scholars. 

THE FIRST PUBLIC SCHOOL 


was, I think, opened on the North Side, 
taught by a Mr. Watkins, in the fall of

school was erected on Madison street, between 
Dearborn and State, if 1 mistake not. There 
were several hotels in Chicago, when we arrived 
—the Mansion House, near State, on Lake street, 
the Saugunash, on Market, kept that winter by 
Mark Beaubien, lugersoll’s on West Water, 
then known as Woit’s Point, facing the main 
river,—a log-buildmg with a piazza in front of 
it,—and the Green Tree Hotei, still stand- 
ing, 1 think, on Canal street, north of 
Lake, the building of which 

then not quite finished... These 

ail filled to overfiowing with boarders and trav- 
lers, But bow many each cared for I cannot 
say. Of course, the accommodations for the 


eomfort of their guests were of the roughest 


and most primitive kind,—a dirty bar-room, full 
of smoke, was all the sitting-room provided for 
gentlemen at any rate, whatever they might 
have bad for ladies. As for the tables they set— 
well, I suppose they did the best they could, for 
certainly there were few dainties to be pur- 
chased that winter for love or money. and the 
appliances for cooking were very far from what 
they now are. In many towns, a. pot, bung 
over a wood fire, a frying-pan, and a bakmg- bot 
was about all thay had tor culinary purposes in 
those days. There were several stores. John 
Wright's, betwgen Dearborn and State strects, 
was the most easterly.

You can 
fancy how many houses it would take to ac- 
commodate about 300 people, when half of them 
boarded in the taverns and boarding-houses, 
and the other half were crowded into small 
dwellings and rooms over the stores.

board driven in the mud at the side of it bearing 
this inscription: 
“NO BOTTOM HERE.” 
I once saw a lady stuck in the mud in the middle 
of Randolph street at the crossing of La Salle. 
She was evidently in need of help, as. every time 
she moved, she sank deeper and deeper. Au old 
gontleman ‘from the countr , seeing the situa- | 
tion, itely offered to hel er, which had such 
an effect upon her that, with one desperate ef- 
fort, she afterwards feet out, minus her shoes, 
which were Sy sy over a foot deep’ 
in the mire, and ed the sidewalk in her 
stockings. I could tell tell innumerable tales of the 
dreadfully muddy roads we had to encounter, 
but a few such will suffice. In 1838 or , the 
only way two of our. most fashionable young | 
ladies from the North Side could get to the Pres- 
byterian Church, on Clark street, near Lake, 
was by riding in a dubg-cart, with ropes 
thrown on the bottom, on which they sat. I 
once saw those same ladies dum out in 
front of the church, through the negligence of 
their driver in not putting on the bolt. Auother 
story, told in a lecture given by James A. Mar- 
shall, is rather more than I can vouch for. It 
was this: that our minister, who was then a 
oung bachelor, in walking home with a roses 
A rom 1 evening meeting, got into 
a slough, d, i ir endeavoring to extricate 
themselves. Yad kept sinking deeper and deep- 
er, until they were more than waist deep in mud 
and water, and that it was only from their 
screaming for help that assistance came, and 
saved them from

I know of no siough that was deep enough for 
that, except one running south from the river 
about State street, gradually lessening to about 
Adams street.

Before leaving the yr ep I must say a few 
words respecting the early efforts of our Cit 
Fathers to effectually — A the village. As 
have said before, Chicago was very low and ex- 
ceedingly wet. The first effort made was on 
Lake street, when, after mature deliberation, 
our Village Solons passed an — 2 tor tho 
digging out of the street to the depth of three 
feet,—a little the deeper in the céntre. This 
naturally drained the lots contiguous to it; and, 
on being covered with long, heavy plank, or tim- 
ber, running from the sidewalk to the centre of 
the roadway, for afew months after it was 
ished it made a very good street. Buti 
soon found that heavy teams going over it 
worked the timbers into the mud; and it was 
consequently squash, squash,,- until at last, in 
wet weather, the mud would splash up into the 
horses’ faces, and the plan was condemned as a 
failure. It was tried two or three years, when 
the planks were removed, and it was filled up 
two or three feet above the original surface.

has been continued from time to time, until 
some of the streets are five or six feet above the 
original surface of the prairie. The filiing-up 
answered a double purpose, as it not only made 
better roads, but it enabled the owners of the 
adjoining lots to have cellars without go- 
ing much below the level of the prairie, thus 
getting a drainage into the river. e first year 
or two we were here there was not a cellarin 
Chicago. There was a good joke told about the 
tirst brick Tremont hotel that was put = Of 
course it was at first built to the grade of that 
period; but, as the grade was every now and 
then established higher, and still higher, it at 
last left the hotel three or four feet below the 
surface of the road in frontof it, and steps were 
built around it both on Lake and Dearborn 
streets for the convenience of 2 —— going 
there or passing along the sidewalk.
